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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 and 
10 are allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest or teach the 
recited collision force detection means for detecting a collision force of refrigerant 
flowing in the refrigerant circulation circuit to produce a collision force detection value, 
and discharge capacity control means for controlling a discharge capacity of the 
variable capacity compressor by referring to the collision force detection value (see 
claim 1); collision plate subjected to collision with a refrigerant flowing in the refrigerant 
circulation circuit, and a valve portion adapted to introduce discharged gas into a crank 
chamber, the valve portion provided to a rod through which an electromagnetic force is 
exerted to the collision plate, wherein when a force exerted to the collision plate by the 
collision with the refrigerant is greater than the electromagnetic force, the valve portion 
is opened to control a discharge capacity of the variable capacity compressor such that 
the force exerted to the collision plate approaches the electromagnetic force (see claim 
10).
